Shortages were declared and 
ration cards were issued. Ameri¬ 
ca was called on to feed the 
world, and built an agricultural 
plant to accomplish the task. 
Food costs rose higher and high¬ 
er, and people were sent to jail 
for hoarding on one hand and 
speculating on the other. 

The picture is somewhat dif¬ 
ferent now. 

"Food prices will rise in the 
present emergency,’’ declares 
John A. Logan, Secretary of the 
Food Procurement Advisory Com¬ 
mittee of OPM. "But they will 
rise only gradually.” 

It is fervently to be hoped that 
Mr. Logan’s prediction is cor¬ 
rect, and we surmise it is. Ac¬ 
tually, the American agricultural 
machinery is geared for overpro¬ 
duction, not under production.

W ELL, with all this running 
through our veins the other 
night— this old dilemma; 
together with the compulsion to 
clear our own mind and the 
strong desire to help others clear 
theirs—once and for all, we de¬ 
manded the answer.

Let’s consider the situation, not 
as we would like to have it, but 
as it is; let’s take a candid look 
at our problems in California, 
and in the United States, as we 
buckle down to the job of na¬ 
tional defense. And let’s face the 
issue squarely: If American de¬ 
mocracy is to survive, no class 
of citizens can count itself ex¬ 
empt from sacrifices; no class of 
citizens can be expected to carry 
[the load for another. 

It is necessary to make this 
frank appraisal for the simple 
reason that both at Sacramento 
and in Washington there are la¬ 
bor leaders and political leaders 
who are encouraging their fol¬ 
lowers in the belief that labor 
can take a free ride during the 
current emergency; that employ¬ 
ers can be forced to foot the bill; 
that pay raises can be put into 
effect without consequent raises 
in prices—and that the business 
man’s income can be appropriated 
without any tax on the pay en¬ 
velope of the worker. 

If this nation is to escape a 
plunge into national socialism, 
that type of twisted thinking 
needs to be corrected; if this na- 
iton is to come through its bap¬ 
tism of fire, with its people still 
free from the totalitarian yoke, 
that type of insidious propaganda 
needs to be spiked, once and for 
all, and every man in America 
must be made to realize that he 
must pay his fair share of the 
price to maintain his liberty and 
the right to work out his own 
destiny. 

Currently, the disposition in 
Washington seems to be to force 
the settlement of labor disputes

Government leaders know, of 
course, that when wages -sky¬ 
rocket, prices are bound to be 
affected. But government leaders 
apparently lack the courage to 
tell the people that frankly. 
There are millions of workers in 
this country who will not benefit 
from the wage increases which 
are being granted, there are tens 
of thousands of business men and 
farmers who will be pushed over 
the cliff of bankruptcy if they 
are compelled to increase wages 
and are then threatened with 
prosecution if they “up” prices. 

Government knows all this, of 
course, and yet government lead¬ 
ers, while they encourage one 
class to believe that their bur¬ 
dens will be carried by another 
class, are talking about doubling 
income taxes, corporation taxes 
and other taxes which hit the 
same class that is expected to 
grant wage increases without re¬ 
ceiving any comparable increase 
in wages or inc

that kind of eco»r>mic folly; the 
answer is collapse of our business 
and industrial structure; collapse 
of individual enterprise; collapse

All the rest of the world has 
learned that a nation at war, or 
threatened with war, must length¬ 
en hours and increase output per 
man; must make sacrifices!

ship between Russia and Ger¬ 
many, now grown chilly, shows 
a rapidly mounting uneasiness in 
Soviet councils. The ban on the 
shipment of war materials across 
Soviet Russia, the concern over 
landing of German troops in Fin¬ 
land, the thunderous May Day 
warning to the Red Army to 
keeps its powder dry, manifests 
the growing lack Of faith in that 
country's former policy—to keep 
itself an island of peace though 
surrounded by hostile powers. To¬ 
day the whole of Russia’s Euro¬ 
pean frontier from Finland to the 
Dardenells lies in the hands of 
her most feared enemy. Russia 
herself has woven this chain of 
hostile might along her borders; 
this menace to her safety is the 
price she has paid for her do- 
nothing policy.
